The one bull that most excited 
about just happens Maxie son. Oak 
Knob Maxie Laredo has unique story 
behind why was sampled. Around the 
2007 National Convention. Cedar Rap- 
ids, lowa, several breeders stopped and 
visited Church Family’s Oak Knob Farm 
Cresco and came away from there talk- 
ing about one cow particular Oak 
Knob Nut Lavish. The next time visited 
Church’s few months later, quickly re- 
alized what all the fuss was about. Lavish 
was tremendous cow every possible 
way! classified her EX-92 that day, she 
went make 30,000 pounds milk 
that lactation, and she was trouble free 
cow that impressed everyone who laid eyes 
her. She was medium stature with ample 
width and depth and great udder. Her son, 
Laredo, provided great opportunity 
outcross young sire. There were only 
couple Maxie sons sampled and Lavish 
was sired home-bred bull. Three years 
later, the Laredo daughters are freshening 
and far have been very impressive. 
far, the daughters seem younger ver- 


sions Lavish. The Laredos are medium 
stature with plenty width and substance 
and the udders have been outstanding. The 
rear udders have lot width and capac- 
ity allowing them milk very well. They 
have strong udder cleft and good teat 
placement, traits that were passed from 
Maxie. Right now Laredo does not have 
production proof and only has classi- 
fied daughters, but the early signs are very 
encouraging. Just when sampled him, 
makes the active list will add that 
outcross sire the active lineup that many 
breeders are always looking for. 

Another independent bull that now has 
proof Paradise Acres Royalty Ben. Like 
Laredo, Ben introduced completely new 
cow family the young sire sampling pro- 
gram. The Ben daughters have been little 
inconsistent for type. have seen some size 
system among the daughters. After talk- 


ing with couple breeders, seems the Ben 


daughters may following the pattern 


the dams. The one pattern have noticed 
most have above average depth and open- 
ness rib. His production proof strong 
for butterfat +0.09% and right breed 
average for protein -0.01%. 

The last independently 
wanted mention Craig Moor Neon 
Sensation. Once again, Sensation brought 
new maternal line the young sire lineup. 
have talked about Sensation some recent 
months and now have pretty good feel 
for what you will see out the Sensation 
daughters. The first thing that stands out 
they have really good udders. have ob- 
served strong attachments, youthful udders 
that are high above the hock, and veining 
the fore udder making for very attrac- 
tive mammary system. The udders have 
been incredibly consistent and even few 
have scored high the Very Good catego- 
ry. the Sensation daughters have 
some style and balance when the move. 
The one area concern definitely front 
end width and strength. with the udders, 
have noticed lot consistency this 
area well. The Sensations just need more 
width, strength and substance through the 
front end. 


It’s little too early tell for sure 


any these three bulls will make long 
term impact the breed. However, inde- 
pendent sampling the two young sire 


groups has definitely added diversity the 
young sire lineup and the goal both 
groups continue that the future.
